OK, the title says it all, but then there is more that meets 
the eye. 


On the trip to WY in the B&B the owners were using some real 
neat night lights called "LimeLights". They are planar in shape 
and very thin. I pulled one from the plug for two reasons. One 
to see the power dissapation and the manufacturers name. 


They are manufactured by Austin Innovations, Box 202530, Austin, 
TX 202530 (or redistributed by them). They have a web page 

it looks like, but haven't gone out yet to look, 
http://www.limelite.com , but will do so sometime on Monday. 


Color is a blue green and I was wishing that I had the old undergraduate 
spectrometer to look at the distribution. :-) 


Anyway, the power is 0.03W or 30mW at 110V. I have written to them and 
will hope that others will do so also. These puppies do a good job of 
illumination at that power level. What we need is 9V/12V versions and 
maybe red and yellow colors also. 


For FD, backpacking, and general use these voltage levels should be 

very popular and if they can produce them we need to show that the market 
exists. With 12V we can attach to rigs and with 9V, we can use 9V battery 
to power them for some time at 30mW. 


The red color will still allow user to retain night vision while on 
camping trip or field use. The yellow would allow a more ‘white' light 
for logging etc. 


This topic brought up due to previous postings on using LEDs for same. 
These light sources from Austin would cover a larger area.

Sorry to hear of the loss of your radio gear. I agree with you that the 
TS- 440 did not have the kind of fidelity that a SWL demands. This led 
me to try different things until finally I added an audio equalizer for 
enhanced audio to the SWL gear. As far as the TS-570D, I recall reading 
or hearing on SW that in Europe some company is offering this rig 
stripped of its xmit features and beefed up for SWLing. This would lead 
me to believe that the 570D might be a good SW rig. You might consider 
picking up a used Drake R8 as many of the serious SWLs are still rushing 
out to replace it with the two year old R8A. They can be reasonable 
found in the $500 - $600 range. Unfortunately it seems that Amateur 
equipment manufactures forget that some hams are serious SWLsS as well and 
leave out some nice features commonly found on serious SWL rigs such as 
AM filtering, synch detect, etc. Another thought is to take a look at 
the JRC HF transciever which sounds like the NRD535 with xmit. I am 
shooting from the hip on this one but I might be it is a good SWL rig as 
well.

Maybe I'll just have 
another pina colada, listen to the band one more time, then quietly fade 
into sleep -- hoping that tomorrow is the day the sunspots change! 


But even if it isn't the day the sunspots change--I'1ll be right back on 
20 and 40, still trying. Oh, and if you hear me in QSO with anybody, 
please break in and say ''hi.''

It seems electroluminescent panels (EL panels) require a high 
voltage. The 110v versions are extremely simple, but battery 
powered ones need an inverter circuit to step up the voltage. 
It might be hard to design one that doesn't QRM the rig it's in. 


I've seen these panels in older laptops, alarm clocks, and 

the LimeLight night lights you refer to. They are cool and very 
efficient. I've oftern wondered how much light a wall full of ' 
would make, at what power. A four square inch (2x2) light uses 
.O3W, so a square foot should use about a watt and produce 

36 times the light. Think how bright 5 watts would be!

Chuck, about those Nightlights... 
You worte, among other things: 


>Color is a blue green and I was wishing that I had the old undergraduate 
>spectrometer to look at the distribution. :-) 


Sounds like the ZnS (?) electroluminescent devices I had some dealings with 
years ago. The nightlight versions have been around off and on for at least 
the last 20 to 30 years. 


If they are the same devices, they are composed of the ZnS material I mentioned 
above with some sort of metallic film depsotied on them for electrical contact. 
While I don't know the underlying physics, I do remember that they act 
electrically like a lossy capacitor and emit light when a relatively high ac 


voltage is connected across the electrodes. Folks have been trying for years 
to get efficient multicolor operation out of them for flat panel display, etc. 


I was able to get them operating pretty efficiently (although with the same 
blue-green light) by using a single transistor tank coil oscillator with the 
transistor tapped down on it and the EL device serving as the resonating 
capacitor for the inductor. This way a 12 volt dc power source was all that 
was needed and the whole shebang was pretty simple and efficient. The inductor, 
by the way was a rewound 88 mH toroid fo the type familiar to the older RTTY 
crowd. The company I was working for was trying to find an application for 
these panels but disappointed in the output light level. 


I may just go lookiing for one of those Nightlights and try it all again.

Sounds exactly like the nightlight we have in the front hall. It's an 
electroluminescent panel with a pleasant teal color. The technology has 
been around for a long time. It requires a high voltage supply (120 volts 
will do it, I think). Your VCR probably uses EL displays, and it has a 
very simple hi-V inverter to drive it. Some old laptop computers used EL 
backlights, until the newer flourescents were introduced. 


They can be made in other colors, including broad spectrum white. 


EL displays gradually lose efficiency over time, and the manufacturer will 
usually list a half-life on the spec sheet.
